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MARGARINE  PRODUCTION 


March  1940 


Reports  irom  manufacturers  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service  state  that  26,545,000  pounds  of  margarine  were  produced 
during  March  1940.  This  quantity  was  2,935,000  pounds  less  than 
that  manufactured  during  March  1959  and  7,897,000  pounds  less  than 
the  March  5-yr.  (1935-39)  average. 

Of  the  above  total  3,316,000  pounds  were  manufactured 
from  animal  and  vegetable  oils  and  23,229,000  pounds  from  vegetable 
and  nut  oils.  Uncolored  product  represented  99.48  percent  of  the 
total  and  colored  .52  percent.
